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PREFATORY NOTE. 


The following pages give particulars of the changes proposed to be made in the United States Customs Tariff 
by the Bill for the partial revision (or “‘ readjustment ’’) of the present Tariff Act introduced into the House of 
Representatives on 7th May. A statement giving summary information as to the principal proposed changes, based 
on a telegraphic report from H.M. Ambassador at Washington, was published in the ‘“ Board of Trade Journal ” 
(pages 622 to 624) of 16th May; but the subsequent receipt of copies of the Bill and of the accompanying Report by 
the Committee on Ways and Means now enables fuller information to be given. In the statement of proposed changes 
in the Dutiable and Free Lists (pp. 3 to 22) matter proposed to be deleted from the text of the present Tariff Act

is enclosed within square brackets [ ], and matter proposed to be added is printed in italic type. By this means, and 
by means also of footnotes to various paragraphs, an attempt has been made to give as full information as possible as to 
the nature of the changes proposed. Exact comparison is, however, frequently impossible owing to changes in Tariff 


phraseology and to the uncertainty as to the present classification of some articles. 


Many of the Paragraphs of the present Tariff Act (of 1922) are not affected by the Bill as presented; and these 
(unchanged) paragraphs are not here reprinted. In cases where the number of a paragraph is preceded by the term 
“ex” [e.g., ex Par. 1] it is to be understood that only certain items out of those paragraphs are affected by the Bill 
Particulars of the 1922 Tariff Act were 


given in a special Section published with the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 12th October, 1922. 


(as shown), the remaining items covered by the paragraph being unchanged. 


In addition to particulars of proposed changes in the Dutiable and Free Lists, we also publish (pp. 23 to 26) 
an outline of the principal changes proposed to be made in the Special and Administrative Provisions of the present 


Tariff Act. 


Information as to amendments introduced in the present measure in the course of its progress through the United 


States Legislature will be published in due course in the “ Board of Trade Journal.” 
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Since the matter in the following pages was set up in type, the Board of Trade have received, from the Commercial Counsellor to 
H.M. Embassy at Washington, a telegram reporting that the Committee of Ways and Means have proposed further increases of duties 
on a considerable number of articles. 


The principal articles concerned are :—Paving granite; low grade pen-knives, etc.; machines for knitting hosiery; bentwood 
furniture; velvet cotton pile fabrics; transmission belting; cotton clothing—-duty to be increased from 35 to 374 per cent. ad valorem; 
shirt collars and cuffs to remain at 30 cents per dozen pieces plus 10 per cent. ad valorem (see Par. 919); rayon yarn, waste, noils, and 
fabrics (New Schedule 18); decalcomania papers; leather boots and shoes, at present duty-free, to pay 20 per cent. ad valorem: cattle 
hides, at present duty-free, to pay 10 per cent. ad valorem; leathers, to pay duties ranging from 124 to 80 per cent. ad valorem; cowhide 
gloves, at present duty-free, to pay 25 per cent. ad valorem; cotton wiping rags, to pay 2 cents per pound. Further particulars of these 
proposals will be published in the ‘‘ Journal’ immediately the text (now in course of post) is received. 


‘'NOTE.--It is understood that the Bill, as revised, was passed by the House of Representatives, after some further revision, 
on 28th May.

Section 304 of the Tariff Act of 1922 has been re-written to allow the Secretary of the Treasury to provide for 
exceptions to the strict requirements and to prescribe the manner of marking. The immediate container of an imported 
article is also required to be marked in order more effectively to carry out the purpose of the Section to apprise the: 
consumer of the foreign origin of the article. Moreover, the foreign origin of all articles which cannot themselves be 
marked, or the marking of which would be an entirely useless burden upon importation, may nevertheless be indicated 


by marking the container. 


Sec. 304.—(a) MANNER oF MArKING.—Every article imported into the United States, and its immediate container, and the package 
in which such article is imported, shall be marked, stamped, branded, or labelled, in legible English words,’ in such manner as to 
indicate the country of origin of such article, in accordance with such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe 
and subject to such exceptions as may be made therein. 

(b) AppiTIonaL DuTIEs FoR FAILURE TO MARK.—If at the time of importation any article or its container is not marked, 
stamped, branded, or labelled in accordance with the requirements of this section, there shall be levied, collected, and paid on such 


article, unless exported under Customs supervision, a duty of 10 per cent. of the value of such article, in addition to any other 
duty imposed by law, or, if such article is free of duty, there shall be levied, collected, and paid a duty of 10 per cent. of the 
value thereof. 

(c) DELIVERY WITHHELD UntiIt MarKep.—No imported article or package held in Customs custody shall be delivered until 
such article (and its container) or package and every other article (and its container) or package of the importation, whether or 
not released from Customs custody, shall have been marked, stamped, branded, or labelled in accordance with the requirements of 
this section. Nothing in this subdivision shall be construed to relieve from the requirements of any provision of this Act relating to 


the marking of particular articles or their containers. 

(d) Penauties.—If any person shall, with intent to conceal the information given thereby or contained therein, deface, destroy, 
remove, alter, or obliterate any mark, stamp, brand, or label required under the provisions of this Act, he shall, upon conviction, 
be fined not more than $5,000 or imprisoned not more than one year, or both. 


(e) EFFECTIVE DatTre.—This section shall take effect sixty days after the date of enactment of this Act. 


TEMPORARY FREE IMPORTATION UNDER BOND. 


Under Sec. 308 of the Act of 1922, certain articles may be admitted without payment of duty under bond for 
exportation within six months from date of importation. It is proposed :— 


(1) To permit the Secretary of the Treasury to extend this period for a further period not to exceed six months. 


(2) To delete ‘‘ moulders’ patterns for use in the manufacture of castings ’’ from the list of articles which may 
be temporarily imported under this section. 


(3) To extend the privilege of temporary importation to samples imported for examination with a view to 
reproduction. 


DRAWBACK AND REFUNDS. 


Under Sec. 313 of the present Law, drawback is allowed upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced 
in the United States with the use of imported merchandise. In this connection the Bill proposes that no drawback 
be allowed unless the exportation takes place within five years after importation of the foreign merchandise; and that 
drawback (of 99 per cent. of the duty paid) be allowed upon merchandise not conforming to sample or specifications if 
such merchandise is returned to Customs custody for exportation within ten days after release. Further, provision 
is made for substitution for drawback purposes, in the case of sugar and non-ferrous metals, in the following terms :— 


313. (b) SuBsTITUTION FoR DRAwsBACK PurRposEes.—If imported duty-paid sugar or non-ferrous metal, or ore containing 
non-ferrous metal, and duty-frea or domestic merchandise of the same kind and quality are used in the manufacture or production 
of articles within a period not to exceed one year from the receipt of such imported merchandise by the manufacturer or producer 
of such articles, there shall be allowed upon the exportation (or shipment to the Philippine Islands) of any such articles, notwith- 
standing the fact that none of the imported merchandise may actually have been used in the manufacture or production of the 
exported articles, an amount of drawback equal to that which would have been allowable had the sugar or non-ferrous metal, 
or ore containing non-ferrous metal, used therein been imported, but the total amount of drawback allowed upon the exportation 
of such articles, together with the total amount of drawback allowed in respect of such imported merchandise under any other 
provision of law, shall not exceed 99 per cent, of the duty paid on such imported merchandise. 


UNITED STATES TARIFF COMMISSION. 


The clauses of the Revenue Act of 1916, as amended, which provided for the organisation, general powers, and 
procedure of the Commission, and Sec. 318 of the Tariff Act of 1922, which imposed certain additional duties upon the 
Commission, have been incorporated in the present Bill, with certain amendments (Sections 330-335). Sec. 330 re- 
organises the Commission; the provisions of existing law relating to political affiliation of the Commissioners are 
to be eliminated, for the reason that it is considered that appointments should be made solely on the ground of merit 
irrespective of party lines. In Sections 331-335 of the Bill, dealing with the powers, duties, and procedure of the 
Commission, no changes in substance are proposed in existing law with respect to these matters. 


FLEXIBLE TARIFF PROVISIONS. 


Section 315 of the present Tariff Act empowers the President, after investigations by the Tariff Commission, to 
adjust and re-adjust the rates fixed by statute (subject to the limitations prescribed) so as to equalise foreign and 
domestic costs of production. A few difficulties which have arisen under the present law, however, must be removed 
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if the expressed policy is to be put into force effectively. The ascertainment of costs of production has often required 
such prolonged investigations that necessary readjustments have been denied for two or three years. In many 
instances, the Commission has found it impossible to ascertain foreign costs of production, with the result that re- 
adjustments, the necessity for which was apparent and admitted, have been denied altogether. Again, it was found 
that costs of production alone did not accurately reflect competitive conditions and that equalising costs of production 
would not be sufficient to avoid damaging competition to the country’s industries. Foreign and domestic competition 
in the markets of the United States must be equalised. 


Accordingly, it is proposed to substitute, as the principle to which the President must conform in carrying out 
the purpose of Congress, the equalisation of “‘ conditions of competition in the principal market or markets of the 
United States between domestic articles and like or similar competitive imported articles.”’ It is believed that this 
standard will permit more speedy adjustments, that the conditions will always be ascertainable, and that the resulting 
changes in rates will conform more nearly to the acknowledged policy of Congress. Certain other amendments of, 
and additions to, Section 315 are proposed, and the clause, as revised, appears in the Bill (Section 336) in the 
following terms :— 


Sec. 336. EQUALISATION OF COMPETITIVE CONDITIONS. 


(a) CHANGE OF CLASSIFICATION OR DutTiEs.—In order to put into force and effect the policy of Congress by this Act intended, 
the President shall investigate the differences in conditions of competition in the principal market or markets of the United States 
between domestic articles and like or similar competitive imported articles. If the President finds it thereby shown that the duties 
expressly fixed by statute do not equalise the differences in such conditions of competition in the principal market of the United States 
between a domestic article and a like or similar competitive article imported from the principal competing country, he shall proclaim 
such changes in classification or such increases or decreases in rates of duty expressly fixed by statute, as in his judgment are shown by 
an investigation to be necessary to equalise such differences. In no case shall the total increase or decrease of such rates of duty exceed 
50 per cent. of the rates expressly fixed by statute. 


(b) CHANGE TO AMERICAN SELLING PricE.—If the President finds, upon any such investigation, that such differences cannot 
be equalised by preceeding as hereinbefore provided, he shall make such findings public, together with a description of the articles to 
which they apply, in such detail as may be necessary for the guidance of appraising officers, and shall proclaim that the ad valorem 
rate of duty or rates of duty based in whole or in part upon the value of the like or similar competitive imported article in the country 
of exportation shall thereafter be based upon the American selling price (as defined in subdivision (g) of section 402 of this Act) of the 
domestic article. ‘The President shali further proclaim such ad valorem rate or rates of duty based upon such American selling price 
as in his judgment are shown by an investigation to be necessary to equalise such differences. In no case shall the total decrease of 
such rates of duty exceed 50 per cent. of the rates expressly fixed by statute, and no such rate shall be increased. 


(c) ErrectivE Date oF PRocLAMATION.—Thirty days after the date of any proclamation under this section the changes in 
classification or basis of value provided therein shall take effect, and the increased or decreased duties provided therein shall be levied, 
collected, and paid on the articles specified therein when imported from any foreign country into the United States or into any of its 
possessions (except the Philippine Islands, the Virgin Islands, and the islands of Guam and Tutuila). 


_(d) ASCERTAINMENT OF DIFFERENCES IN CONDITIONS OF COMPETITION.—In ascertaining the differences in conditions of com- 
petition between domestic articles and like or similar competitive imported articles in the principal market of the United States, the 
President shall take into consideration, in so far as he finds it practicable and applicable : 


(1) Costs of production of the domestic article, or the price at which such article is freely offered for sale to all purchasers 
in the principal market of the United States, in the ordinary course of trade and in the usual wholesale quantities in such 
market; and 


(2) Costs of production of the imported article, or the price or value set forth in its invoice, or its import cost as defined 
in subdivision (e) of section 332; and 


; (3) Other costs of the domestic article and of the imported article (in so far as not considered under paragraph (1) or (2) ), 
including (A) the cost of all containers and coverings of whatever nature and other charges and expenses incident to placing the 
article in condition packed ready for delivery, and (B) costs of transportation; and 


(4) Advantages granted to a foreign producer by a government, person, partnership, corporation, or association in a foreign 
country. 


(e) INVESTIGATIONS By CoMMIssION.—Investigations to assist the President in ascertaining differences in conditions of com- 
petition under this section shall be made by the Commission, and no proclamation shall be issued under this section until such investiga- 
tion shall have been made. The Commission shall give reasonable public notice of its hearings and shall give reasonable opportunity 
to parties interested to be present, to produce evidence, and to be heard. The Commission is authorised to adopt such reasonable 
procedure, rules, and regulations as it may deem necessary. 


(f{) MopIFICATION OF PRocLAMATION.—The President, proceeding as hereinbefore provided for in proclaiming changes in rates 
of duty, in classification, or in the basis of value, shall, when he determines that it is shown that the differences in conditions 
of competition which led to such proclamation have changed or no longer exist, modify or terminate the proclamation accordingly. 
Nothing in this section shall be construed to authorise a transfer of an article from the dutiable list to the free list or from the 
free list to the dutiable list, nor a change in form of duty. Whenever it is provided in any paragraph of Title I of this Act, 
or in any amendatory Act, that the duty or duties shall not exceed a specified ad valorem rate upon the articles provided for 
in such paragraph, no rate determined under the provisions of this section upon such articles shall exceed the maximum ad valorem 
rate so specified. 


(g) DEeFInrTIONS.—For the purposes of this section— 


(1) The term ‘“‘ domestic article ’’ means an article wholly or in part the growth or product of the United States ; and the 
term “ imported article ’’ means an article imported into the United States and wholly or in part the growth or product of a 
foreign country. 


(2) An imported article shall be considered like or similar to and competitive with a domestic article if the imported article 
is of the same class or kind as the domestic article and accomplishes results substantially equal to those accomplished by the 
domestic article when used in substantially the same manner and for substantially the same purpose. 


(3) In determining the principal competing country with respect to any imported article the President shall take into 
consideration the quantity, value, and quality of the article imported from each competing country and any other differences 
in the conditions under which the article imported from each such country competes with the domestic article. A determination 
by the President as to the principal competing country shall be final. 


(4) The term “‘ United States ’’ includes the several States and Territories and the District of Columbia. 


(5) The term “ foreign country” means any empire, country, dominion, colony, or protectorate, or any subdivision or 
subdivisions thereof (other than the United States and its possessions). 


(6) The term “ costs of production,’’ when applied with respect to either a domestic article or an imported article, includes, 
for a period which is representative of conditions in production of the article: (A) The price or cost of materials, labour costs, 
and other direct charges incurred in the production of the article and in the processes or methods employed in its production ; 
(B) the usual general expenses, including charges for depreciation or depletion which are representative of the equipment and 
property employed in the production of the article and charges for rent or interest which are representative of the cost of 
obtaining capital or instruments of production; (C) the cost of containers and coverings of whatever nature, and other costs, 
charges, and expenses incident to placing the article in condition packed ready for delivery; and (D) such other factors as the 
President may deem applicable. 


(h) RuLes anp REGULATIONS OF PRESIDENT.—The President is authorised to make all needful rules and regulations for carrying 
out the provisions of this section. 


(i) RuLtEs anp REGULATIONS oF SECRETARY OF TREASURY.—The Secretary of the Treasury is authorised to make such rules 
and regulations as he may deem necessary for the entry and declaration of imported articles of the class or kind of articles upon which 
_ oe perce has made a proclamation under the provisions of subdivision (b) of this section and for the form of invoice required at 

ime of entry.

(j) INVEsTIGATIONS Prion To ENACTMENT oF Act.—All uncompleted investigations instituted prior to the approval of this Act 
under the provisions of Section 315 of the Tariff Act of 1922, including investigations in which the President has not proclaimed changes 
in classification or increases or decreases in rates of duty, shall be dismissed without prejudice, but the information and evidence secured 
by the Commission in any such investigation may be given due consideration in any investigation instituted under the provisions of 


this section. 


VALUE OF IMPORTED MERCHANDISE. 


[For the proposed amendment of Section 402 of the present Tariff Act, see pp. 654-5 of last week’s issue of the 
** Board of Trade Journal.’ 


EQUIPMENT AND REPAIR OF VESSELS. 


As regards the duty of 50 per cent. on the cost of equipment and repairs purchased for or made upon vessels of 
the United States in foreign countries, it is proposed to amend Sec. 466 of the Tariff Act to provide that equipment 
purchased or repairs made in a foreign country in order to maintain the vessel in a seaworthy condition, or to repair 
damages suffered or to replace equipment worn out during the voyage, or to maintain the vessel in a sanitary and 
proper condition, shall not be dutiable. It is not contemplated that general overhauling or reconditioning, alterations, 
or improvements, done or made abroad, shall be exempt from duty under the provisions of this Section. 


UNCLAIMED MERCHANDISE. 


Section 491 of the 1922 Act provides that merchandise, of which possession has been taken by the Collector because 
of failure to make entry or for any other reason, shall, after one year in warehouse or public store, be deemed abandoned 
to the Government and be sold at public auction. The Section is to be amended to provide for the same treatment of 
merchandise entered for transportation and exportation, which has remained in the United States after the expiration 


of one year after its arrival at the port of exit. 


ENTRY UNDER REGULATIONS. 


Under Section 498 (a) (2) of the 1922 Act merchandise damaged by fire or marine casualty on the voyage of importa- 
tion may be declared and entered under regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury. This provision permits the 
Secretary of the Treasury by regulation to relieve the importer from the necessity of stating the value of the merchandise 
in his entry, and adjustment is made in the appraisement to the extent of the damage caused. It is considered that this 
privilege should not be limited to merchandise damaged by fire or marine casualty, but should be extended to merchandise 
damaged on the voyage of importation through any cause without fault on the part of the shipper. The provision is to 


be amended accordingly. 


NOTICE OF APPRAISEMENT—REAPPRAISEMENT. 


The 1922 Act contains no direct provision for notice to the consignee of changes in value made by the appraiser 
upon appraisement. There has, therefore, been added to Section 501 a specific requirement for such notice in any case 
in which the change in value might be prejudicial to the importer. 


The time within which an appeal for reappraisement may be taken by the importer is proposed to be extended from 
10 to 30 days after notice, the present limitation having been found to work a hardship in some cases. It is provided 
that the appraisement shall be prima facie correct in the reappraisement proceedings. The same rule, in substance, has 
been generally pronounced by the Customs Court, but there have been some conflicting decisions. The general appraiser 
is required to render a written opinion. This, it is believed, will facilitate the consideration of cases on appeal, and by 
furnishing the unsuccessful party with a statement of the reasons for a decision against him, will tend to discourage 
appeals in many cases in which they would otherwise be taken. 


DUTIABLE VALUE. 


Section 504 of the Bill (which takes the place of Section 503 of the Tariff Act of 1922) is in the following 
terms :— 


Sec. 504. DUuTIABLE VALUE. 

(a) GENERAL RuLE.—Except as provided in Section 562 of this Act (relating to withdrawal from manipulating warehouses) and 
in subdivisions (b) and (c) of this Section, the basis for the assessment of duties on imported merchandise subject to ad valorem rates 
of duty shall be the entered value or the final appraised value, whichever is higher. 

(b) EntrRIES PENDING REAPPRAISEMENT.—If the importer certifies at the time of entry that he has entered the merchandise at 
a value higher than the value as defined in this Act because of advances by the appraiser in similar cases then pending on appeal for 
reappraisement or re-reappraisement, or on request for review by the Secretary of the Treasury on basis of value, and if the importer’s 
contention in such pending cases shall subsequently be sustained, wholly or in part, by a final decision on reappraisement or re-reappraise- 
ment, or on such review by the Secretary of the Treasury, and if it shall appear that such action of the importer on entry was taken 
in good faith, after due diligence and enquiry on his part, the Collector shall liquidate the entry in accordance with the final appraise- 
ment. 

(c) FAILURE OF APPRAISER TO MAKE ReEtTURN.—If, in the case of merchandise for which entry is made after this Act becomes 
effective, the appraiser fails to report the value to the Collector within the period prescribed by law,* the entered value shall be deemed 
the final appraised value; except that in the case of an entry under subdivision (b) of this section, the entered value, less the amount 
added in the entry because of advances by the appraiser in similar cases, shall be deemed the final appraised value. 

(d) Basis or Rate.—For the purpose of determining the rate of duty to be assessed upon any merchandise when the rate is based 
upon or regulated in any manner by the value of the merchandise, the final appraised value shall (except as provided in Section 562 of 
this Act) be taken to be the value of the merchandise. 

(e) CovERINGS AND CONTAINERS.—If there shall be used for covering or holding imported merchandise, whether dutiable or free 
of duty, any unusual material, article, or form designed for use otherwise than in the bona fide transportation of such merchandise to 
the United States, additional duties shall be levied upon such material, article, or form at the rate or rates to which the same would be 


subjected if separately imported. 
INSPECTION OF EXPORTERS’ BOOKS. 


Section 510 of the 1922 Act places an embargo upon the goods of exporters who refuse to permit inspection of 
their books and records by officers of the United States for the purpose of obtaining information as to value or 





* Note.—It is proposed that this period shall be within 120 days after the date of entry of the merchandise, except that the 
Secretary of the Treasury may, upon application, grant necessary extensions of time. 
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classification of merchandise. In the few instances in which the Section was availed of, much ill-feeling resulted. It 
is considered that the amendments to Section 402 relating to the basis of value and facilitating the determination of 
United States value will render the imposing of such an embargo unnecessary. Section 510 of the 1922 Act has 
therefore been omitted from the Bill. 


WILD BIRDS AND MAMMALS. 


There has been included in the Bill, as Section 527, a prohibition against the importation into the United States 
of wild birds and mammals, or parts or products thereof, from any country which by its laws or regulations protects 
or prohibits the exportation of, such birds or mammals unless each importation is accompanied by a certificate of 
the United States Consul located in the district of the port of exportation that such articles have not been acquired 
or exported in violation of the laws of such country. Appropriate provisions for forfeiture and disposition to 
an i or scientific institutions, or destruction or sale, of any articles imported in violation of the Section are 
included. 


The Section will not permit any importation prohibited under any other provision of law. The provisions of 
the Section do not apply to articles imported for scientific or educational purposes nor to migratory game birds 
brought in by sportsmen returning from any foreign country with which the United States has or may have a migratory 
game bird treaty, if the possession of such birds is lawful in both countries at the time. j 


ALLOWANCE FOR LOSS. 


Prior to the enactment of the Tariff Act of 1922, jurisdiction of the settlement of claims for abatement or 
allowance in duties for loss of or damage to merchandise while remaining in custody of the Government was in the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The 1922 Act transferred that jurisdiction to the Board of General Appraisers (now the 
United States Customs Court). This change has been found to have been unfortunate. Many applications for 
allowance are now filed and await action by the Court where there is no doubt as to the merit of the claim, but the 
claims cannot be paid until the matter reaches the Court for adjudication. This results not only in injustice to the 
importer but in embarrassment to the Customs officer. It is proposed in the Bill to restore jurisdiction in the settle- 
ment of these claims to the Secretary of the Treasury, except that in the case of claims amounting to less than $25 
the Collector of Customs may make the abatement or refund under regulation of the Secretary of the Treasury. It is 
believed that these changes will avoid considerable delay and hardship to the importer and that no loss to the 
Government will result. 


A further amendment extends the privilege of abatement or allowance to cover Joss or theft of goods while in the 
appraiser's stores. In such cases importers are deprived of any opportunity to protect their property and entire 
aga agp rests on the Government. Consequently, it would seem equitable to relieve the importers of the duties 
in such cases.
